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Concerving which, I ſhall take à little mere pains, then L deſired to doe, ſor 
the cleariag of the Committee, as well, as my ſelf· Mr. S therefore here ſo 
rellech his own tale, that thoſe, vho were not acquainted with the proceedings 
of the Committee, might conceive the carriage of the buſineſſe ro have beene
